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There is a justifiable need to abolish the borders 
between nations, societies, cultures and whatever else 
seperates and defines us. In order that the process of 
their abolishion does not lead to the formation of new 
borders or other types of segregation it has to be done 
from below, by the people not by elitist institutions such 
as The European Union, NATO or United Nations. 

There is an enduring need to instantly abolish all 
states, governments and authoritarian institutions so that 
communities based on common values such as free¬ 
dom, respect, collaboration and solidarity can be formed. 
These communities in turn can lead to the transformation 
of the world order into one based on the above mentio¬ 
ned values. 

In an attempt to push forward both of these goals 
with support for developement from the anarchist move¬ 
ment above the borders we have created ...

Below is the speech of CSAF dele¬ 
gate on the anti-NATO demonstration 
in Munich. However, the speech final¬ 
ly wasn't read because the CSAF dele¬ 
gate didn 't came to Munich because of 
traffic problems. 

Dear friends, 

I am speaking there on behalf 
of Czech and Slovak anarchist 
movement. Czech politics elite 
decided several years ago that 
Czech Republic must join the 
NATO at any cost. They managed 
to do so and two years ago Czech 
republic became the member state 
of this military pact. 

Nobody asked us, Czech peo¬ 
ple, whether we want to join it or 
not. And they had a pretty good 
reason for it. At any time before 
president Havel, former pacifist 
and after decline of former Eastern 
Block propagator of abolishing the 
NATO, had signed the official 
documents about joining, more 
than a half of Czech population 
was against joining the NATO. 

We are not in the NATO, just 
our elites are. But we pay a prime 
cost for it. While Czech army 
generals hesitate whether they buy 
US or Sweden air-fighters, social 
situation is constantly deteriora¬ 
ting. Less money for schools and 
education in general, less money 
for hospitals and sanitary enginee¬ 
ring, but more and more for army 
and their killing machines. 

Czech anarchist have been 
opposed NATO no matter if Czech 
Republic is actually member or 
not. But we would like stress that 
there are fairly chance for 
Slovakian anarchists that they can 
success in their struggle against 
joining the NATO. We fully sup¬ 
port their demand for not joining it 
since NATO don't guarantee secu¬ 
rity and peace - it guarantee only 
another bloody wars for profit. 

But not in our name. This is way 
we all are here today. And I, as a 
delegate of Czechoslovak anar¬ 
chist federation and Czech anar¬ 
chist movement in general, would 
like to express our solidarity with 
today's action. At this time my 
comrades are gathering on a soli¬ 
darity action with this protest in 
Prague. Nevertheless they are not 
physically here, they are with us ...

WE LOVE PRAGUE AS WE RATE CAPITALISM !!! 


First international coordination meeting for anti-NATO summit in Prague. 


9-10.03.2002. Prague. 

About 25-30 persons took part in first international coor¬ 
dination meeting for anti-NATO summit in Prague. The 
meeting took place in Prague’s infoshop, the following 
groups and projects were represented: “Buko” (Berlin), 
“IndyMedia” (Berlin), “Abolishing the Borders from 
Below” (Berlin), “CSAF - Anarchist Federation” 
(Prague), “ORA Solidarita” (Prague), “Ulice Ludiem” 
(Prague), “Anti-war/anti-NATO commities” (Munich, 
Berlin), as well as different activists from Dresden, 
London and Czechia. The meeting was called by anar¬ 
chist groups from Czechia to discuss together with inter¬ 
national activists possibilities for massive mobilisation 
and actions during the NATO summit in Prague in 
November this year. It started with a presentation follo¬ 
wed by an introduction made by local activists which 
explained the current situation in Czechia, especially 
focusing on results of s26 (anti IMF/WB summit in 
Prague). Then Czech acticists presented exact and cle¬ 
arly all their ideas, fears and expectations ... 

... the local movement is not strong enough to carry out 
the whole campaign by itself... a massive mobilisation 
and preparation for the actions is not possible without 
intensive help from abroad and would make no sense 
... long term and effective anti-NATO campaign and 
mobilisation among Czech society is necessary (its alre¬ 
ady started in different towns in the country)... massive 
represions, much stronger than during s26, should be 
expected - already before November, on the borders, 
as well as durring and after the actions ... there will 
appear for sure difficulties with setting up an infrustruc- 
ture for anti-summit (accomodation for thousends, 
Convergence Centre, info-centers, indy-media locations 
etc)... 

... in the end - the question was put into discussion: Is 
an international anarchist movement able to join early 
enough and support strongly enough preparations in 
Prague (join with people, money, materials, ideas, expe¬ 
riences) ? If not - there is an idea about call to anti- 
NATO actions Europe/World-wide instead of focusing 


on Prague. 

After long discussion which took half a day , a 
kind of consensus was reached ... there is an interna¬ 
tional will to come back to Prague which at the same 
time should not exclude solidarity actions on those days 
all over Europe/Worldwide. Delegates on that meeting 
couldn’t tell of course how much support there could 
come from abroad but they were pretty optimistic in that. 
In the evening the discusion continued and brought 
us to the following conclusions ... 

... different goals, strategies and forms of action compe¬ 
ring to s26 are needed ... the main goals should be to 
show the resistance and present alternatives instead 
of shutting down the NATO-summit itself... A good stra¬ 
tegy to deal with represions, borders and medias are 
indispensable ... the form of actions should respect a 
freedom of expression in protesting and diversity of prio¬ 
rities but as well to attract (not scare) the local citizens 
... no common mobilisation with Trockist and Leninist 
groups (which already started their mobilisation for 
November) but possible coordination of actions on the 
day ... proposition of bringing “the borders issue” on up 
comming border camps in the summer ... there are 
some funds needed already now for propaganda but 
much more after the summer for such purposes like - 
infrustructure, equipment, rebuilding of the Czech-IMC, 
lawyers, communication, posters, etc. 

Most of the above mentioned issues should 
be deeper discussed on the next international coordina¬ 
tion meeting in the end of June in Prague on which more 
activists from more international groups, with more 
ideas and proposals are welcome. The working version 
of the statement written durring the second day of the 
meeting you will find below this text. A mailing list was 
set up to let the discussions deveiope in between the 
next international meetings. The lack of delegates from 
polish groups was a disapointment. Organizationaly the 
meeting was prepared perfectly by local activists - nice 
atmosphere, warm meal and cold beer of course I 


Working version of statment of the International Coordination 
Against NATO-summit in Prague. 

NATO an alliance of rich war makers are meeting in Prague in November 
21, 22, 2002. It is the first time a NATO summit has taken place in the for¬ 
mer Eastern Bloc. During the cold war, people in the west were told that 
NATO was formed to protect them against Warsaw pact invasion but in rea¬ 
lity it has occupied the position of defending the interests of Western capi¬ 
talism against its competitors. Since the collapse of the Soviet bloc, the 
Western capitalist states have sought to expand its military and economic 
dominance in the East. This has been achieved economically using institu¬ 
tions including the IMF and World Bank, which met in Prague in September 
2000 and militarily with the Czech Republic, Hungary and Polands inclusion 
into NATO in 1999. 

Our resistance extends not only to NATO, but to all kinds of military 
whose aims are establishing and keeping up oppression. After the'end of the 


cold war and even more so after September 11,2001, the protection of capi¬ 

talist interests by armed forces and ever more sophisticated weaponry is 
being legitamised by the mainstream media. In the name of civilisation 
external repression is being justified. But state armies and military pacts are 
also being used as instruments of repression against people in their own 
countries. Internal criticism is being criminalised putting into force new laws 
against terrorism that cut even further into hard won democratic rights. 

We stand against capitalist power structures, statism and militarisation 
and reject all forms of hierarchy, exploitation and oppression including 
sexism, racism, and homophobia. Our idea is based on libertarian principles 
of a free and classless society based on the self management of all putting 
needs before profit. 

Lets tell them NO. NO to their wars, NO to their profits. Abolish the NATO 
alliance and all forms of militarism. In November anarchists, libertarians and 
other anti authoritarians will show their resistance to war and to capitalism 
both in Prague and internationally with solidarity actions.

Here are two translated letters 
from political prisoner Evgeni 
Novozhilov, who is in forced tre¬ 
atment in regional mental hospi¬ 
tal in Krasnodar, Russia. He is 
arrested for bogus charges of 
"hoax about an act of terror". He 
explains reasons why FSB is 
after him in the letters below. 
Evgeni is not an anarchist, but 
he is a human rights activist and 
anarchist sympathizer, he sho¬ 
wed up in actions of 
Autonomous Action in his home¬ 
town. Autonomous Action of 
Krasnodar is organising a sup¬ 
port campaign for him since 
there are no any liberal human 
rights organisations around to do 
the job. However Autonomous 
Action is currently trying to figure 
out what is the best strategy, 
since his mother announced that 
she is a friend of director of 
Krasnodar mental hospital and in 
case campaign keeps low profi¬ 
le, she will be able to avoid trea¬ 
ting Evgeni with heavy chemistry 
(usually Russian patients in pri¬ 
son mental hospitals become 
human vegetables in few years). 
So, what is best thing to do now 
is not yet clear, but meanwhile 
please write letters of support 
to Evgeni. You can write them to 
his home adress, from which his 
mother will pass the letters furt¬ 
her: Evgeni Novozhilov ul.

Redaction of Kl published article 
with header "Cannibal from can¬ 
nibal island", and added "a com¬ 
mentary" from general 

Pulikovsk, in which he justified 
his limitless cruelty during the 
first Chechen war, after which he 
found a safe heaven under pro¬ 
tection of Samoylenko, who was 
the city governor of Krasnodar 
those days. General said to mr. 
Kayuk, that it is his civil duty to 
give me to FSB. Which later 
immediately did. Since March- 
April 1999 I have been continu¬ 
ously followed by FSB. First time 
FSB visited my home 17th of 
January 2000, claiming to check 
my passport. They took my pas¬ 
sport, and ordered me to show 
up in the police station next day. 
18th of January 2000 I was exa¬ 
mined a long while by FSB, 
during which they clarified with 
help of a lie detector that I never 
fought in the side of the rebels. 
10th of February 21.15 four poli¬ 
ce officials came to my home, 
lead by capitain Portnyh. They 
said that I am suspected of stea¬ 
ling a hat from an elder lady in 
front of my home 8th of 
February. They took me to police 
station for interrogation but 
never interrogated me. They 
took video footage about me, 
after which we had a lenghty 
political discussion. They let me 
go, because my mother had 
come with me. They asked me to 
come back the following day 10 
AM in the morning for interroga¬ 
tion with person who had lost her 
hat. I came, but there was no 
any interrogation. 12 AM they 
said I am not suspected about 
anything, but soon a person will 
arrive who wants to have a talk 
with me. However no-one came, 
and 5 PM they let me go when 
my mum arrived, mr. Putin was 
visiting Krasnodar 10th-11th of 
February 2000, which is why this 
"special operation" was organi¬ 
sed against me. 27th of 
December 2000, a week after I 
had called to Radio Liberty 
during a discussion about 
Chechen war, a police officer 
came to my home, accompanied 
by FSB agent, and said "What is 
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this hooliganism of yours in the 
doorway? Visit me in the after¬ 
noon". I did not came to him, 
since I was seriously ill then and 
was almost unable to leave 
home. 11th of September 2001 I 
was called to an interrogation by 
the city procurator of Krasnodar, 
to be carried by coroner Sokol. 
He announced that some "vete¬ 
rans" had contacted city procu- 
ror demanding him to find "hero" 
of the article published in 
"Krasnodarskiy Izvestiya" one 
and half years earlier. Protocol 
was written in the form of "expla¬ 
nation" in the name of city procu¬ 
rator. 5th of November coroner 
Konstantin Stanislavovich Linov 
announced me, that I am 
suspected of having committed a 
crime "hoax about an act of ter¬ 
ror". The proof were two telepho¬ 
ne conversations, 6th of April 
2001 with my friend Igor 
Morozov and 3rd of October 
2001 with my acquintance 
Viktoria Podloznyaya (which 
they had[ tapped, Ed.). 6th of 
April I was in bad condition due 
to bad medical aid to chronical 
piodermia (skind disease with 
plenty of rankling sores all 
around the body), and in a tele¬ 
phone call with Igor Morozov I 
noted "I would like to blow up 
everyone and myself as well". 
3rd of October 2001 I was still 
suffering piodermia, and due to 
failure with a woman I was in a 
bad mood. In a conversation 
with Viktoria Podloznyaya I said 
"I had such a feeling that I would 
like to hijack a plane and fly to a 
skyscraper". This is what I 
explained to coroner K.S. Linov 
5th of November 2001. My regio¬ 
nal residence permission was 
taken away from me. I refused 
from a public lawyer during inter¬ 
rogation. I heard from a source I 
may not reveal, that 8th of 
November coroner Linov yet did 
not knew what to do, since he 
had not enough proof to open up 
the case. I tried to seek help 
from human right organisations. 
Sergey Grigoryants from 
Glasnost foundation (Moscow), 
and Tatyana Kasatkina from 
Memorial (Moscow) were inter¬ 
ested about my case, but 
Moscow is far and they were not 
able to do anything for me. In 
Krasnodar there are no any nor¬ 
mal human right organisations, 
and all lawyers refused to help 
me since I have not money, so I 
was not able to find any help. 
After 8th of November Viktoria 


Podloznyaya changed her testi¬ 
mony. This I learnt 16th of 
November, when city prosecuto¬ 
r's office started prosecution. I 
had no lawyer, and I refused 
from services of public lawyer 
(which are not much better than 
in Soviet times when their main 
task was to jail their client, Ed. ). 
The only proof against me was 
tapped telephone conversation 
with Viktoriya Podloznyaya, and 
her testimony. She testimoned 
that he took my comment 
seriously, so I was accused that 
the hoax was given to a person - 
Viktoriya Podloznyaya. She also 
claimed that I had tried suicide 
by cutting my vains, which I have 
never done. Thanks to these lies 
coroner managed to send me to 
forced treatment to closed, "half¬ 
prison" section #3 of Krasnodar 
mental hospital. 16th of 
November I was carried to men¬ 
tal hospital by coroner Linov and 
FSB agent. I had 38.2 degrees 
of temperature. Coroner and 
FSB agent managed to pressure 
hospital staff to cancelall my 
rights. During 30 days I went 
through all of the testimony. FSB 
passed to psychiatrists plenty of 
materials, such as articles from 
"Krasnodarskiy Izvestiya", and 
plenty of citates from my tele¬ 
phone conversations with "anti- 
Russian" contents. Not very sur¬ 
prising, that I was given a dia¬ 
gnose. So now, until the court I 
will stay in mental hospital an 
undefined period. Court will be 
carried WITHOUT MY PRESEN¬ 
CE and will decide will I be kept 
further in forced treatment. Thus 
I have become a political priso¬ 
ner, jailed in a mental hospital. I 
want to say few words about 
Viktoria Viktoriovna Poloznyaya, 
born 22th of August 1972, living 
in the city of Anapa, Krylov street 
83-2, 353410 Krasnodar area 
Russia, phone +7-86133-50495, 
mobile phone +7-902-430-3761. 
She works in a local trading busi¬ 
ness. We met in the beginning of 
1989 in rock-club organized by 
Seva Novgorodtseva from 
Russian BBC. First half of 1990 I 
visited her each week, I was in 
love with her. We splitted in 
September 1990, remaining 
friends. We did not met during 
ten and half years. In May 20011 
decided to call her. She was 
happy. She wanted to meet with 
me, since she visited Krasnodar 
each week due to her work. 
However somehow we did not 
managed to meet. I was intruded 
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by my old memoirs and feelings, 
and tried to not to give it much 
attention. However I figured out 
that the company in which 
Victoria is working is connected 
to mafia, and I supposed we 
would not meet since I was not 
from their circle. And in the end, 
Viktoria showed that FSB of 
Anapa is connected to this same 
circle. So she sold me to her 
FSB-mafia friends. This was a 
big strike to me. However I do 
not want to be bitter towards her. 
She just made her choice. What 
can I say? Now I want to tell 
about myself. My name is 
Evgeni Vladimirovich 

Novozhilov, I was born 3rd of 
November 1972 in Sochi. 19771 
moved to Krasnodar with my 
parents, 1979-1989 I studied in 
school #70. 1990-1995 I studied 
in state university of Kuban, in 
the faculty of German and 
Floman filology. After finishing 
the university I failed to find con¬ 
stant work due to my difference 
of opinions with employers of 
Krasnodar area. I am interested 
about human rights and humani¬ 
tarian activism. I have also been 
heavy metallist for 14 years, 
which is music which managers 
do not like since it is anti-bour¬ 
geois. So I was living with short- 
time contracts. I am member of 
Amnesty International, as well as 
cultural society Sverigekontakt. 
In the March I got a serious skin 
disease, very unusual form of 
chronical piodermia. Two years, 
until april 2001, I suffered plenty 
of short-lived rankling sores all 
around the body. Between sum¬ 
mer of 2000 and March 2001 i 
almost did not left home. In June 
2001 I managed to get better, 
but then FSB decided to ruin my 
life. Things are bad, but one 
must to carry on anyway. Do you 
know if someone would like to 
write me (through my home 
adress, Evgeni Novozhilov, ul. 
Ignatova 51, kv. 106, 350061 
Krasnodar). Quite stupid, I 
guess. But I am really sad and 
bored. I want someone to know 
what is going on with me. 
Eugene P. S. My coroner was 
changed 15h of December for 
some reason P.P.S. Name of my 
mother is Galina Ivanovna 
Smirnova. ” 

Second letter of Evgeni 
Novozhilov 

“Hi, ...! 29th of December 2001 
city procurator's office passed 
my case to Soviet raynarsud 
(organ which decides about for¬ 
ced treatment of mental patients, 
notorious anti-dissident tool in 
the soviet era - Ed.). 

Prosecutor's office got results of 
"expertice" from mental hospital 
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13th of December already, so 
two weeks they were just letting 
papers to collect pile... court 
should decide about my case 
until 18th of January. Without my 
presence. My "diagnose" was 
not serious - "depressive syn¬ 
drom". Medical treatment is not 
necessary. But it is completely 
possible that court sentences me 
to half years of forced treatment. 
Just remember that Pasko was 
given 4 years of hard regime, 
and not more only because he 
gained so wide support. So talk 
about me, I am necessary to no- 
one. And prison sentence of my 
"crime" was increased by special 
presidential decree by Putin 17th 
of December, so now they give 
5-10 years for "hoax about an 
act of terror". My mood has sta¬ 
bilized, I try not to loose my spi¬ 
rit. It is possible to live here 
anyway. In any case it is better 
than in prison. I am training my 
Swedish and English. My section 
has tolerable conditions. No any 
special problems. I even met 
friends with some people. They 
have some 45-47 persons here, 
most of them normal people. In 
any case less sick than the staff. 
But food is very bad, 3 times bet¬ 
ter than in a prison but 3 times 
worse than home. Biggest pro¬ 
blem is lack of information what 
is happening in the world outsi¬ 
de. I miss Radio Liberty. Already 
during one and half months I 
have not heard normal news 
made by normal people. 
Isolation from information 
depresses me seriously. My 
friends, as I understand, have 
got afraid and runned away. That 
is sad. I have nothing special to 
tell now, as you may guess. 
Maybe you have something to 
tell? Best connection is through 
mum, Galina Ivanovna. She can 
pass me letters right to my 
hands. No pasaran! Evgeni PS. 
In November and December I 
did not received information bul¬ 
letin of Amnesty International 
from London. And in December I 
did not received journal of 
Swedish cultural society 
Sverigekontakt. P.P.S. The worst 
sin is the cowardice. ”

Anarchist sentenced 

Anarchist JM was suspended 
sentenced for two month with 
one year deferment after being 
charged for "hooliganism." On 
September 29, as part of 
"Antifascist October," an antifa¬ 
scist demonstration was held in 
a small Czech town Nachod. 
One of the reasons for it was that 
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this city is the only one in 
Czechia which has a nazi in its 
city council. He's Mr. Rousek, 
"honorary chairman" of the nazi 
party called Right alternative. 
One of the journalist presented 
there was seeking for conflict in 
order to have a good story to 
write. So he phoned to Mr. 
Rousek and asked him to come 
to the demo to show his opinion. 
He did so and came. But he 
soon realised it wasn't a best 
choice after being forced to 
leave by rotten fruits threw by 
anarchists. But the journalist 
wasn't satisfied as the action 
was rather funny than bloody. He 
came to one of the antifascists 
and started to insult him becau¬ 
se one of the fruit hit him instead 
of Mr. Rousek. But this anar¬ 
chist, JM (32), didn't wait and 
showed him that he really 
shouldn't insult his comrades. 
He hit him to his face. Journalist 
wasn't neither injured nor cut 
down. He tried to fight back, but 
after being unsuccessful he cal¬ 
led for ambulance for himself 
and for police to arrest JM. JM 
was arrested after the demo 
finished by fully armed squad of 
anti-riot police and questioned 
for more than 2 hours. After four 
months of investigation he was 
suspended sentenced for two 
month with one year deferment. 
Of course he appealed this 
absurd sentence so another trial 
will take place soon. ABC-CSAF 
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Ratal Gorski 
(FA-Krakow) in jail 

At the middle of the night of 7-8 
of February police agents have 
brutally entered the house of 
Rafal Gorski, one of the activists 
of FA (Anarchist Federation) in 
his home in Krakow (south 
Poland). This came two days 
before the planned event organi¬ 
sed against the city government 
by FA-Krakow. It was part of the 
annual FA campaign called 
counter-banquet, which happe¬ 
ned regularily at the city's elitist 
banquet to publicize the theft 
and fraud committed by guests 
invited there. The banquet was 
called off, but anarchists didn't 
call off their counter-banquet. 
The police said Rafal Gorski will 
be arrested for three months 
because of a demonstration 
against evictions and homeless¬ 
ness in which he participated. 

Many people still 
imprisonned after riots 
in Krakow !!! 

If anybody wants to support the 
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people arrested in Krakow 
she/he can send fax to the 
Prosocuters office in Krakow. 
Actually you can write something 
in English (or in any other lang¬ 
uage) if you want, it is important 
now, that they know, that the 
case is known and criticised. 
There are about 20 people impri¬ 
sonned for 3 months, there’ve 
been in jail for many weeks alre¬ 
ady. Everything happend after 
hundreds of punx fight back at 
police during benefit festival at 
begening of January (see 
“AbolishingBB #2, page 5-6).

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Police provocations, 
tortures and tactics 
against anarchists in 
Grodno. 

Anarchist Black Cross of 
Grodno reported on 30th of 
January that 4 persons were 
arrested in Grodno after a 
political concert in pub 
"Kletka" in Sunday 29th of 
January. Arrested were Dima 
Gorshanov, singer of anar- 
cho-punk group 

Antiglobalizator, his friend 
Oksana, Misha Nerush and 
a fourth unknown person. 
Dima Gorshanov was freed 
tuesday 31st, and confirmed 
report of Oksana who was 
freed more early that all of 
them were tortured when 
arrested, with beatings and 
most common soviet and 
post-soviet torture, which is 
forcing to wear a gas mask 
and cutting the air supply. 
Dima was finally given a 
small fine for "minor hooliga¬ 
nism", police claimed that he 
had been drunken and 
breaking a window. Actually 
he is a straight edge (teeto¬ 
taler). Police claimed that 
"this is just the beginning". 
Anarchist Black Cross of 
Grodno is certain that police 
just tries to scare youngsters 
away from political activity. 
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IVe decided to publish this letter from refugees from Chechnya in our newsletter. The let¬ 
ter which was originaly dedicated to civil rights organisations - as well these ones in whose 
sincerity we doubt and which politics we criticise . But the letter itself brings the very 
important massage which should reach every particular person on this continent. That's why it 
jumped into our ABC - pages ... the Abolishers. 

LETTER FROM THE REFUGEES FROM CHECHNYA 
TO THE CIVIL RIGHTS ORGANIZATIONS, AMNESTY INTERNATIONAL AND HUMAN RIGHTS WATCH 

REALIZE THE GENOCIDE ! REALIZE OUR RIGHT OF SANTCTUARY ! 

We are refugees from Chechnya who could have managed to arrive inEurope. We are not many ! 
We are lucky ! Now we neither need to suffer under “mopping-ups” nor are shot down groundlessly on 
the streets bydrunken mercenaries; we neither need to sleep in ragged tents, nor go hungry and we 
aren't search for either by Russian officers of militia who thirsty of revenge judge the Chechens in 
Russia by themselves. We are fled from the horror called “democratical” Russian federation for the 
Chechens. 

We all reached Europe on different ways. Some despairing passed the borders illegally, other paid 
the treble for the tourist visa with borrowed money. In fact every refugee sold or left all he had built up 
during his life to go to Europe. On the other hand there are those who abused the situation in Chechnya 
and the right of sanctary telling everybody to be a Chechen, but we don't want to write about them here. 

Europe didn't welcome us sincerely. But we didn't expect that either. We would have been happy 
if we had the chance to demonstrate being an equal citizen, an equal European. Nearly everybody of us 
has got the highest educational qualification and lot vocational experience. Besides everybody of us 
showed the nearest social environment, either the neighbours or acquaintaces, not to have less human 
values than everybody else. We are no robbers, no terrorist, but human beings who would like to earn 
by doing a fair work and to live our life to the best our beliefs. 

We went our way not because of economical problems. In Chechnya there is a very ruthless war 
Russia doesn't intend to finish, like everybody knows. Living in Russia is too dangerous for a Chechen. 
That's fact we try to prove here. Seeing all the strange thing for us is that you, dear respected Civil Right 
Organizations, whose authority is unimpeachable and whose word is always true and and the law, you 
own the evidence. Nevertheless we have to prove our escape! Yes, there are Chechens living in Russia. 
But how do they live? They couldn't let them file at the registration office, and their unemployment and 
their other problems aren't the point at all. It were you who proved that all, as well as some reports of 
the Chechens who had to come to an understanding with it directly. It wouldn't be difficult to survive 
unless every second every citizen of Chechen orgin must feel frightend to be arrested without any foun¬ 
dation with paradoxical effort to be beaten and to be totured. And those are the measures the swarming 
official security service uses to guarantee the so called public safety. And everybody of us has as it 
were a sign on the forhead saying “murderer”, “terrorist”, “human of inferior quality” ... . Getting 
through the proceedings for refugee it is required by letter to state that induviduum is persecuted 
honestly by the government or an organization authorized by the government. That's the tragedy of 
Chechen in Russia - he never knows when exactly he is beaten to death, when he is affronted, when his 
children are forced to leave school, when his home is damaged. And whitch office in Russia should 
attest this for the victims? Even when this unpossibility happened that someone gets this testation, 
such a letter wouldn't taken in earnest at all. Then this would be said: “a falsification, in Russia every¬ 
thing can be bought anyway. Not everybody here is able to persuade the officer that it is very dange¬ 
rous for the Chechens in Russia. 

But it takes long weeks, months and even years that everybody gets the same answer to his cry 
for help. This answer is the same all over Europe. Everybody expects it sooner or later. Lately the 
Chechens haven't only waited for the negative result of the proceeding for refugee but they have had 
to accept being arrested for month, before beeing sent back by plane like criminals with handcuffs to 
the “love home”, the Russian Federation, where they then are already welcomed by the filtration insti¬ 
tution. You know about the sad lot of people going there. 

Through this letter we want you to pay attention first. After that we ask you to help refugees from 
Chechnya in Europe to tell the truth about the Chechens in Chechnya and the Chechens in Russia. It is 
nearly impossible for us to prove what have been done with us. We neither have the experience not have 
connection and information you have got or will or could get. We are prepared to help you to help 
others, to let help us ourselves. Meet our wishes and defend us, each of us and altogether, like an indu¬ 
viduum.

Of course not against people but against conven¬ 
tions and social imaginations, against prejudices and old traditions. Thus our hate is for in 
principal about state and after about capitalism, who try and manage to repeat and hear the same 

mistakes what he has done in Occident too. All is worse, more greedy, more poluted, more sava¬ 
ge, all what is not accepted in "the civilised world" is practical here. The communist outlooks 
are still against the capitalism outlooks and many nostalgic politicians who are dreaming about 
the unique huge boss - the totalitarism state, they try to join the communist totalitarism with 
the capitalism. Because of this politics the day by day life become nightmare, the street"is a|i

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battle field and all the people seem to be your enemies.. The ilussion of liberty is stronger 
now, reason for what the repression of autorities become more and more stronger. At T.V. you are 
invited to think free, any action who betray this think is harshly punished. In the beginning of

herself the promotion of punk ideas. Still from the first concerts the police intervened in forced 
Too much liberty and too much truth scared the autorities. From 1995 the secret services reope¬ 
ned the files before the revolution and they started an ample company of disinformate of public j. 
opinion and of browbeating of the underground members and followers . For many it was and it is ^ 
only a fashion. But we are some who tried to use romanian punk scene for the promotion of anar¬ 
chist ideas. 

The propaganda and the direct actions spreaded meanwhile out of the punk scene. Thus have 
borned Craiova-Anarcho-Front. Demonstrations, manifestos, magazines, punk concerts - now they are 
all prohibited in Craiova, even the law permite them. The police and secret services doesn't tole¬ 
rate them anymore because we attract to many "advocates" and we corrupt the youngs. We inverted 
the name in The Antifascist Front Craiova and we managed to receive aprobations for the demon¬ 
strations against extremist parties by right. But now they don't let us to do this anymore becau- 
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se spoil the Romanian image in foreign countries, if we attract the atention concerning the raci¬ 
al abuses and the primitive and sick nationalism. If we became inured with the police harassing, 
the problem is that we don't have permission to organize concerts and demonstrations, we can't 
make a magazine, we can't spread manifestos, we can't protest in no way. In the beginning of Sep¬ 
tember should was a punk fest with bands from Germany,Czech and U.S.A. We had to thank with a 
simple concert because the police followed us and exerted huge pressures concerning those who 
wanted to rent us the space for many days. Even they tryed to stop us to keep in touch with others 
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towns but the police didn't do anything only to make the bundle stronger. We have friends in :: 
Timishoara, Bucharest and Moldavia. Together with them we "organized" a protest. Different slo 
gans against the state and the autorities appeared on the walls of many buildings from the 
town center among that the mayoralty. Fallows, raids, fines, examinations, ... but the police - 
didn't find who was the persone who wrote . The penalty for that would be...like they say...a 
200.000.000 lei (6.800$) ... .or the prison. jf 
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Here the informations circulate very heavily. We have more than limitate acces at 
internet. The anarchist literature is almost absent. If Romania outrun the stone epoch she 
§g?is now just at the iron age. Our only bundles with people are now the bands Terror Art from!

BEWARE OF THE SEX INDUSTRY: 

Prostitution and Slavery In Poland 

One of the worst thingsabout prostitution is that 
many women are taken from their countries, drugged, beaten, 
robbed of documents and sold as slaves. Look at all the 
apartments around the city advertising the services of 
beautiful women, look at all the advertisements left on your 
car window or under your door and then think: how many of 
these places, operating openly and for all to see, are actu¬ 
ally using slave women to satisfy their disgusting clients 
and make their enslavers disgustingly rich ? 

The answer is, unfortunately, more than we probably 
imagine. Figures from the international Office of 
Migration, the Organization for Security and Cooperation in 
Europe and the United Nations, no fewer than 175,000 Central 
and Eastern European women are trafficked each year. 
According to organizations such as La Strada, an interna¬ 
tional non-profit that tries to help these women, Poland is 
a source of these women, a destination for these women 
(especially from places like Ukraine) and a major transit 
point through which these women are taken. They estimate 
that 10 000 of these victims are Polish women, most cought 
in poverty and unwittingly falling into a violent world 
which entraps them and threatens their very lives. 

Police broke up an auction in a Warsaw hotel where 
women were being sold in August 2000. The people selling 
these women will most likely get a rather light punishment. 
It just shows that people do not take this problem serious¬ 
ly, mosly blaming the women slaves rather than the people 
that abduct them, beat and drug them, sometimes torture 
them, sell them multiple times and force them to have sex 
with as many as 2 0 men a day, often without wearing a con¬ 
dom. One can recall a case in 1997 when a Polish man and 
woman were found to have lured 60-70 girls to Germany on 
promises to work; most of them have dissappeared and eit¬ 
her can be presumed dead or enslaved somewhere, already 
ghosts of their former selves with little hope of being 
rescued and little chance of ever getting to live their life 
again. These cases, appalling instances of abuse and tor¬ 
ture, rarely hit the headlines, such are the conceptions of 
these women that they aren't even seem as human beings. 

Trafficking women can be more lucrative than smug¬ 
gling guns or drugs because a woman is typically sold many 
times and brings in more income and, most disgustingly, 
being caught typically brings a lighter sentence for the 
mafia than selling guns or drugs would. 2 6 cases were 
brought against traffickers in Poland and 37 in Ukraine but 
hte majority were acquitted and sentences were as low as 3 
years in prison. For those reasons, there was an incedible 
increase in this type of slavery throughout the 90's. 

The police, on the other hand, are more quick to act 
against women working for themselves, deporting more than 
1000 women prostitutes last year. As is typical for police 
ot any other state institutions, they are much more likely 
to punish people that aren't really hurting anybody than the 
worse criminals who, even if caught, aren't punished. In 
effect, the police and the state criminal justice system 
works in support of criminals. 

The only thing that will help is when average people 
show some concern for these women and stop treating women 
in general as sex objects. People need to fight against all 
forms of forced labor and react strongly the violence found 
particularly in this trade.

But workers around the world have 
had enough of businesses and 
governments telling them that if 
they want to have a job, they're 
going to have to give up some of 
their benefits. 

As anarchists - we are not 
believers in asking the state to 
protect us - we are not naive enough 
to believe that their job is any¬ 
thing but protecting the interests 
of business. But we also are not 
going to stand around while govern¬ 
ments bargain away the little pro¬ 
tection that is given to us by the 
law. 

Balcerowicz the Vampire would 
like to "liberalize" the labour 
code, trying to convince everybody 
that there will be a boast in the 
economy and more jobs - but who 
wants these lousy jobs if the majo¬ 
rity of workers will be forced to 
slave from contract to contract, 
constantly forced to work harder, 
work overtime for fear of losing 
their jobs, without any type of 
real social contract with their 
employer ? How many more conces¬ 
sions will they expect the Polish 
working class to make and what else 
will they resort to in their quest 
to humiliate, frighten and break 
the will of the workers ? 

We are tired of business's 
constant search for cheaper and 
cheaper labour. They control the 
capital and decide where to invest 
it, how many jobs to create, etc., 
but we did all the labour that cre¬ 
ated thier wealth in the first 
place ! The cheaper we work, the 
more wealth they have and the more 
wealth they have, the more they use 
it against us ! 

A clear message has to be 
sent to the politicians that if 
they want to bargain away our bene¬ 
fits, they'd better run for their 
lives ! Enough is enough - let 
Balcerowicz live on 1000 zloties 
and a one-year contract with no 
other income and then he can tell 
us what his plans really look like.

AnFemA was founded two years ago and after a year 
long pause the group is planning various workshops and projects. Already in its fifth month of existence, Subverzije-eve- 
nings of video showing, discussions, presentations, hanging out and exchange of information are taking place every 
Monday in net.club Mama.
